Into the head a little acid was dropped 
and the current from the battery thus 
made was distinctly heard when divided 
among Die twenty receivers and it was 
stated that w ith one of tluse little bat- 
teries a telegraph message had been sent 
one hundred miles, being reeeivod Ijv the 
aid of a telephone 


Another queer batteiy about as strong 


as the bead Battery was made by thrust- 
mg-a silver fruit knife and u common 
jack knife Into a lemon 
Itolh of these 


batteries are 
Inventions of Mr. I 
H. 


Farnham, the electrical i ngincrr of the 
company, and the bead cell is said to be 
the smallest Battery ever made 


Ihe 
phenomenon of induction was 


then illustrated. 
Hy the aid of two toils 


of wire, a battery and a tircult bi«aker, 
the audience was shown how a var)ing 
current passing through a wire sets up 
other mi rents In all the neighboring 
conductors. As the coils were brought 
near together, the bu/i In tho telephones 
increased to a roar, dying away again as 
the colls were more widely separated 
All were thus enabled to understand the 
cause of the noises soroftcn lit-ud on tho 
grounded 
tejcphoiic 
line. The only 


known remi-d> for this 
trouble—the 


metallic circuit—was then explained 


After illustrating tht method of tele- 


gi spiling from a moving train without 
wire connection, a very interesting in- 
strument, the Induction balance, 
was 


shown. 
Ily the aid of thin instrument 


the presence of hidden metals, such as a 
bullet in the body or treasure sunk in the 
sea, can be discovered. 


Two microphones weie shown and by 


the aid of one the audience was enabled 
to hear the ticking of a watch, while a 
fine camel's hair brush made a loud noise 
when drawn, gcbtly across the instru- 
ment 
The other miciophone the assist- 


ant held to his wrist and all present could 
distinctly hear t|ie beating of his pulse. 


Then came 
fjhe conceit which was 


given in Portland and consisted of selec- 
tions ou the cornet and harmonica. 


The music was received through the 


loud speaking telephone and was plainly 
audible all oven the hall, the tone of the 
different instruments being readily dis- 
tinguished.
